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Entries from Northumberland County Order Books, Record Books, etc., containing the names Statham, Love, Peirce, Grimsted and 
variations, from earliest found through about 1711, pulled from various sources and put into chronological order. 


Prior to 1847, Deeds, Wills, and Estate Accounts were all recorded in a single series of volumes entitled 'Record Books’, except for a 
volume dating 1650 - 1652, entitled ‘Deeds & Orders (which contains no wills) [from Library of Virginia website] 


There is a gap in the Record Books from 1672-1710 due to a fire in the county clerk's office, as well as gaps from 1647/48 - 1650; 
1713-18; and 1729 - 37. The Order Books from 1650 to the present survive but the deeds, wills, estate settlements and other records 
in the record books were lost [correspondence with Northumberland County Historical Society]
